ATLANTIC CITY URBAN AREA STUDY 


The Federal Highway Act of 1962 requires continuing, comprehensive, 
coordinated transportation studies in urban areas as a basis 

for highway construction projects to be approved for Federal 

Aid after July 1, 1965. All of Atlantic City and part of Cape 

May County falls within the Atlantic City urban area as defined 

by the 1960 Census. 


In order to comply with the requirements of the Federal het, the 
Highway Department is presently establishing the framework for 

a continuing transportation study in this area. Meetings have 
been held with officials ot the two Counties and of Atlantic 
City, Ocean City, Margate City and Pleasantville. A draft agree- 
ment with these local governments is presmtly in the hands of 


the Federal Bureau of Public Roads. 


Job specifications for the personnel are 90% complete and several 
possible locations for an office in the Atlantic City area are 


being inspected. 


A cordon line for the area to be included within the study has 
been developed and reviewed in the field and the necessary maps 


are presently under preparation. 


Interview forms for the roadside and home surveys have been 


completed and sent to the Bureau of Public Roads for its approval. 
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ATLANTIC CITY URBAN AREA STUDY, cont'd. 


Manuals of instructions for both of these surveys are presently 
“Hieing typed. Assuming all necessary approvals are received in 
timely fashion, this study should be a "going concern" before 
the end of the summer. As a matter of fact, in order to have 
traffic assignments to the various road facilities completed 
by July 1, 1965, itis essential to complete certain data 
collection this summer and, therefore, the home interview survey 


is scheduled to begin on or before July 15. 
ELECTRICAL BUREAU 


The work of the Electrical Bureau in the Division of Maintenance 
and Operations continues to increase during the year. Expansion 
of the highway system has meant more highway lighting units for 
it to maintain, and the increasing congestion on existing highways 


has been reflected in demand for more traffic signals. 


As of June 30, this Bureau was maintaining 36 movable bridges; 
3,443 highway lighting units; 1,17 traffic signals; 5 lane control 
systems; 662 illuminated signs; 330 mobile radio units and 11 


base stations. 


During the year construction was completed on 52 new traffic signals 
and 6 additional signals were under construction as of June 30. 
While these are usually an impedimmt to the flow of traffic they 


are, of course, many times essential for safety purposes. 
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RECRUITMENT 


During the month of June, 30 new engineers were added to the 
Department's engineering forces. Most of these men were 
employed as the result of our college recruitment efforts. 
Fourteen of the 30 men joined four other engineers already in 
the Orientation Training Program, and the remaining 16 were 
placed directly in work situations with their orientation 
training being postponed until at least January, 1965. Work

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YOUTH TRAINING 


In accordance with the policies of Presidmt Johnson and 
Governor Hughes to reduce unemployment among younger people, 
the Highway Department has established a training program for 


maintenance workers. 


Personnel for two highway maintenance crews were selected 
from a list furnished by the State Labor Department. One crew 
with tive trainees has been working out of Newark and one with 


three trainees working out of Metuchen. 


These young men are being paid $1.38 an hour, the rate for 
seasonal employees, and have made a favorable impression on 
their foremen. It is anticipated that they can be shifted 

into permanent titles as vacancies occur, and that this will 

be a desirable way to provide trained maintenance people in that 


area of the State. 


The foremen selected to train these groups were younger men with 
backgrounds in working with youth. Discussion are now under way 


with respect to establishing a third group in the Lodi area. 


ENGINEERING COMPUTER 


The Engineering Computer Bureau is presently making arrangements 
to obtain a "linked plotter". This device, when connected with 


the IBM 1620 computer, will be able to make certain engineering

Trenton, July 9 - John I. Gleekman, Safety Supervisor of the New Jersey 
State Highway Department and a resident of Trenton, joined 3,500 other 

leaders for safety from all parts of the Nation in the Ninth President's 
Conference on Occupational Safety in Washington, D. C., during the week 


of June 22. 


John Gleekman heard President Lyndon B. Johnson re-emphasize his own 
interest in the safety of all Americans, and listened to top-flight 
speakers from science, business, labor, and education outline problems 


and propose solutions in job safety. 


In addition to the two full sessions in Constitution Hall, Mr. Gleekman 
was able to attend a plenary session on education for safety in 
vocational training, and three of more than a dozen workshops on 


various phases of occupational safety. 


All the meetings developed the Conference theme of "mobilizing leader- 
ship for a safety breakthrough." Back home the conferees will try 
harder than ever to re-start the accidental injury statistics on their 
traditional downward path, after several years of almost no change.

Trenton, July 7 - Governor Richard J. Hughes today announced that as a result 
of the numerous meetings held by him and Commissioner Palmer with officials of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, contracts have been executed providing for 
this carrier's service during the next five years under the State Highway De- 


partment's "Aldene Plan", 


The Governor said Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer has executed the 


contracts with the Jersey Central and Lehigh Valley Railroads. 


The contract with the Jersey Central calls for rerouting its main line service 
into Newark via a switchover to the Lehigh Valley tracks at Aldene. Jersey 
Central passengers will have convenient transfers to either Pennsylvania Rail- 


road or Port of New York Authority "Path" trains at Newark. 


The contract with the Lehigh Valley provides for elimination of four grade 
crossings in Union County, not only accommodating with greater safety the in- 
creased traffic but meeting a long felt need of Roselle Park, Union and Hill- 


Side for zrade crossing elimination. 


Construction of the necessary track connections, facilities at Newark and the

The Legislature recently amended the Railroad Fassenger Service Act to permit 
the Commissioner greater flexibility in the method of computing service pay- 
ments to the carriers and at the same time increased the size of the program 
from 6 milllon a year to approximately 7.5 million. It is anticipated that 
most of the increase will go to the Jersey Central, which has been threatened 


with bankruptcy in recent years. 


It was stated that the changes in the Railroad's operations under the "Aldene 
Plan" together with liberalization of the Service Contract frogram and reasonable 
assurance of a further ICC-zuaranteed loan to the Railroad provides a good 


prospect that the line will attain financial stability during the next few years.

TRAFFIC CIRCLES OBSOLETE RELEASE UPON RECEIPT 622 


39 years ago the New Jersey State Highway Department tried to beat the problem 
of increased traffic congestion at major highway intersections with the develop- 


ment of the traffic circle. 


The first circle was built at the airport in Camden, in 1925. The last of the 


State's 73 circles was built in 1952 at the Trenton Freewaye 


Through the years traffic circles have become a thing of the past. The tremendous 
increase in motor vehicle registrations, and the high speed of the modern auto=- 


mobile have made the circle more of a bottleneck than a solution to congestion. 


Now the Highway Department removes circles, or aguments them with one way rampSe 
And at major intersections today it builds overpasses or underpasses, and 
elaborate interchanges with multiple ramps for turning off one highway onto 


another without getting caught in the iiddle. 


These interchanges cost anywhere from % 350,000 to 1,500,000 depending largely 
on the width of the main highway and crossroad, the number and type of approach 
ramps necessary, and the value of private property developed along the right of 


way which the Highway Department may have to buy. 


The Department also has a program underway to improve other intersections by 


using jug handle turns and turning channels. 


And every new safety feature built into New Jersey highways results in an immediate 


and continuing decrease in accidents and highway deaths.
